Marshall Calls on 
Pan-Am Parley to 
Prove West Unity 

PETR0P0LI3, Braiil, Aug. 20 (U.PJ— Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall today called upon the inter-American 
defense conference to demonstrate tnat unity can be attained 
in a "sick and suffering worid." 

In an address before a plenary aesaion of the 20-nation 
meeting, Marshall also urged the delegates to reject any 
"encroachment" on the rights of individuals and states in 
this hemiHphere. He made it clear that the conference, in his 
opinion, should confine itself to drafting a mutual defense 
treaty for the hemisphere. It should postpone consideration 
of inter-American economic 



problems until a second con^ 
ference to be held at Bogota 
early next year. Cuba has 
been pressing for conference 
consideration of economic as 
well as military aggression. 
'*ThB Immedtate task wb faca at 
this conlercDCB la to dralt the treaty 
contemplated In the act ol Chapul- 
tepec," Marshall said. "In the act 
w6 Jointly declared that every act 
by a state against an American state 
shall be considered as an act of 
agsreaalon against all, and we pro- 
vided for collective sanction against 
the aigressor." 

SUtea ObiecUTCs 

The American aecretAry of state 
aald the broad objecUvea ot the 
present conference require that the 
exact procedures of peaceful settle- 
ment of InterrAmerlcan disputes bo 
slmplled. At Bogota In January, 
he said, the foreign ministers would 
formulate another treaty to do that 

'The results of our labors will 
demonstrate to all the world that 
peoples, and nations, who really 
want peace can have peace by living 
In an atmosphere of Increaidng co- 
operative action and good will he 
said. "We all rccognlBe. 1 am sure, 
that we are living In a sick and suf- 
fering world, 

Bemliphere Spared 

Marshall said that "by the Grace 
ol God" and through development 
of strong bonds ot Pan-Amerlcanlsm 
this hemisphere has been spared the 
horrors and devasUtion of war. He 
expressed the baliel that the hemis- 
phere Is not sufficiently awve "of 
how vastly Important to the future 
of the old world Is ' the unity ot 
the new."

Its gaa tanks empty, plung- 
ed Into Uie sea about IDO miles west 
ot Honolulu Saturday midnight with 
13 almard. Three were rescued and 
five bodies recovered.

ANOTHER AUGUST ANNIVERSARY 

Even if the momentous anniversaries of tha 
first atomic bomb explosion and Japan'a 
capitulation had not occurred this month, It 
is Ukaly that another August anniversary 
would have passed unnoticed. Few perhaps 
even remember now that alx yeara before_y-J 
day, on Aug. 14, 1941, the statement which 
cam« to be known as the Atlantic charter 
was made public. 

Things were going badly for the allies when 
President Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill met "aomewhere on the Atlantic." 
Only the British empire and the Soviet union, 
newly attacked, were opposing the nasi 
armies. The outjook was not only dlacourag- 
ing but deiperate. 

Yet, in retrospect, the decisions lacing the 
heads of the two governments seem compara- 
tively simple. The only problem was the 
nasU' defeat. If thlx could not b« accom- 
plished, they knew what to expect. If it could 
— and the charter speaks bravely of a time 
"after the final destruction of the nazl ty- 
ranny"— the shape of a better world was 
clearly visible. 
. The two countries, the chiefs of state 
agreed, "respect the right of all peoples to 
choose the form of government under which 
they wilt live; and they wish to see sovereign 
rights and self-government restored to those 
'^ho have been forcibly deprived of them. 

"They win endeavor," the charter con- 
tinued, "with due respect for their existing 
Obligations, to further the enjoyment by all 
states, great and small, victor or vanquished, 
- access, on equal terms, to the trade and to 
the raw materials of the world which are 
needed for their economic recovery. 

"They desire to bring about the fullest 
collaboration between all nations in the eco- 
nomic field with the object of securing, for 
all. Improved labor standards, economic ad- 
justment and social security," 

That was to be the new and better world, 
with "a wider and permanent system of gen- 
ual^ leourlty" which would lift the "crushing 
burden of armaments" from peace-loving 
peoples. 

It may alio have been forgotten that Russia 
wa« among the 20 nations at war with the 
Apds which, on Jan, 2, 1943, signed the Decla- 
ration of United Nations. 

The cynicism of Russia's declared support 
of those purposes and principles is too evi- 
dent to require comment. But it might be 
xacalled that the principles of the Atlantic 
charter were formulated to restore and In- 
crease certain accepted rights which Hitler's 
• tyranny had removed. 

Now those rights are again being systemat- 
ically removed by a Russia which emerged 
ttom the war weakened by devastation and 
loss of manpower, but intoxicated by ambi- 
tion. And the methoda by which they are 
being removed are, In general outline, Ident- 
ical with those which Hitler used. 

Tliere are some who laughed or sneered 
at the Atlantic ohartar almost from the day 
It wai published. But It* declarations are 
right and necessary, If peace in to endure, 
they must be carried out. 



LIVING C0ST8T JUST PEANUTSI 

Now that the country is In somewhat of 
a dlthor about the high cost of UvlnK, it 
might be Interesting to note that govrrnment 
coat the people of the Unlte4 States nearly 
93,000,000,000 more In 1940 than they paid 
out for foodi 

But do we hear much complaint about the 
high cost of American government? No, be- 
cause the American people for some strange 
reason have never brought themselves to 
realize that cost of government la really one 
of their grcatoal financial burdens. 

The Bt. LouU Btar-Tlmes haa made an ex- 
hauattve survey Into the comparative costs of 
food and government since 1030. During the 
year 1039 the people spent 119,674,000.000 for 
food, but only 13.739,343,000 for federal gov- 
•rnment. In other words government coat 
roughly one-fifth as much ai food. 

Ten years later, in 1039, the American peo- 
ple'! food bill amounted to S1S,&74,000,000, but 
Uncle Bam cost them 10,338,000,000. In that 
year government coat three-flftha as much 
ai.lood. 

Although government cost almost three 
times as much an food during the war yearn. 
Wiat li not a fair comparison, so let's take 
the year 194S when no war was going on. 
The total food cost during that year— 143,- 
605.000,000— had approximately doubled since 
1930. But the coat of governmont— |44,031,r 
000,000-was approximately la times that In 
IPSO.

Fortunately, the Pruldent can go on week-andi to 
the hideout In Maryland that wai created lor Pieal- 
dent Rooievelt during the war and waa called by 
him Shangrl-Ln. It U coraparaUvely oool and. even 
more ImporUnt. It li aecluded. The Preeldent can 
get off Into the woodi and have at least the Illusion 
of being alone. For a Preeldent that U a rare luxury. 

At the end ot the month, Mr. and Mri. Truman 
and their daughter. Margaret, will go riylnB down to 
Rio, That will be ■ trip and a change. Whether it 
will be a vioallon la queitlonable. 

The three days the President spends In Rio will 
be Jam-packed with the kind of public ceremonial 
that la moat wenrlnR. In the midst ol the lavish 
hOipltallty to be showered on him and his family, the 
President will make an nddreai ot major Importance 
In the foreign -policy field. 

If all goes well. It will be a repetition ot the Truman 
visit to Mexico city. Thet was one ot the most suc- 
ceeaful episodes In Mr. Truman's two years in the 
White House. 

He appeared In the best possible light as a wami- 
hearUd ambassador ot good wllk and nelghborllneu. 
He was tactful, sympathttlo, and always as identl- 
flabty Mlssourlan and mlddU-westam as com on the 
cob. That Is one ot his source! of strength— his in- 
sistence on being himself. The trip to Mexico was 
capped by the return visit of Praaldant Miguel Aleman. 
which was equally successful. 

Part of the burden we put on our Presidents Is this 
business ot public appearance and . ceremony. In a 
publicity-conscious world. It Is almost a full-time 
Job In lUelf. 

No Other great naUon makes one man ftU two 
offices, each of them exacting beyond belief. In Oreat 
Britain, the king and queen open art exhibits and 
confer honors on national heroes. Prime Ulnlster 
Clement Attlee doesn't have to take time out from his 
handltni of the current economic crisis to make cere- 
monial appearances. For the ' working head of the 
government in Britain that sort ol thing U held down 
to a minimum. 

In France they have a president who Is largely a 
public greeter and public opener, and a premier who 
does the hard work. In Canada and the other domin- 
ions, a governor-general puts on the public show 
while the prima minuter Is the worUng head of the 
government. 

Before ISOO— well, say even before 1018— the presi- 
dency In this country was difficult but not Impossible. 
Even In the '30a, Calvin -Coolidge managed to side- 
track some responsibility. It la a curious sensation to 
flip through the flies ol a newspaper of 20 yesrs ago. 
A NIceraguan revolution got the headlines, and Presi- 
dent Coolidge was relaxing, with newsreel cameras, 
in the Black Hills. 

President Truman will get one break. Unless there 
Is something urgent to call him baok to Washington, 
he will return at least part way from Rio on the 
batUeahtp Missouri. That will mean the nearest to 
a real vacation that a Piasldtnt oon ever have. We 
put an awful penally on a President, and the remark- 
able thing Is that so many men go on wanting the Job,

It may shock some of his admirers to learn that 
Oeneral Marshall, then chief of staff, was the man 
who yielded to the RuuUns In 1941 In thi matter 
of the plnlea for printing ocrupatlon currency for 
Germany.

But 
not all of us are that Innocent, so

Recently. EUlott^ tnolhar, Ele- 
anor the great, wiota tn one ot htr 
Journals that she wanted to tell us 
about a "slmpU but very beautiful 
ceremony at th* French embassy" 
where President Truman, tha 
French ambauador and many 
others who "worked with my hus- 
band" gathered to observe the eol- 
emn degradation of one of the few 
severely military medals for valor 
by a posthumous pretenutloa to tha 
late PronUln D, Rooaevelt. 

These busy man oould have been 
better employed. Roosevelt never 
was a soldier or sailor under arms 
In all his life and he ducked his 
chance to be one In the first World 
war: For this pnatntatlon the French 
embassy. ';the Justices ot the su- 
preme court, the cabinet members 
who served with my husband, and 
the present cabinet members, as welt 
as several heads of agencies and 
the secretaries who had served with 
my husband In the White House, 
all were Invited." In other words, a 
political rally. 

The recurrence of the phrase "my 
husband" will be noted. In answer 
to those who cry out "he's dead, 
let him he." He la dead, but the 
family and tha pollUcal ghouls who 
roll their eyes and moan his name 
with deep, abdominal reverence con- 
tinue to parade'his Image, wired for 
sound by iSleotloos from his old 
speeches, to retaUi some shadow of 
their power and theU- counterfeit 
prestige. 

'This medal," Eleanor the great 
wrote, "la given only to soldiers on 
the field of battle. I loiow my hus- 
band would have prised it hlglUy." 
and there, in that remark, you have 
a true measure of the appaUlng 
ethics and the honor of this breed. 

Without a doubt, "my husband 
would have prised It highly" even 
though Its presentation to him was 
a profanation of the purity of a 
medal [or valor which soldiers rate 
even above our own precloua con- 
gressional medal ot honor. 

The medal of honor, imlortunate- 
ly. haa been cheapened by hysterical 
bestowals, but not the French mill- 
Ury medal. And a man who spoke 



today for the eoosul Keneral of 
rtanoa, explained, rather 'uncom- 
fortably, X tbeugbt, that the award 
of thU bDDor lo Rooserelt and Wln- 
eton Churchill, civilians, hj the 
oonfused and shaky post-war gov- 
ernment of France, was in eoob 
case "exoeptlonallr axeepUonal." 

This Is a great medal. exehislTely 
tor men at arms who are not eom- 
mlasioned officers, except fsneimla. 
OlvllUns never were eligible and It 
never was given as a poUUeal awaid 
before. 

Tet Mrs. Roosevelt said her laU 
husband "would have been vrateful 
to the people ot Franca for want- 
ing"— get this part— "for wanting," 
she says, "to give him this most 
precioui decoration." 

Who dares to say that tha wret- 
ched people of France, degraded, 
polluted, depressed and demorallied 
though, thay ware, ware so hope- 
lessly lost to honor and ethlos that 
they "wanted" to give this unmit- 
igated civilian this precious medal of 
theirs? 



Long ago, another Rooeerelt, 
Theodore, connived and lobbied to 
get a medal of honor which ha had 
never earned from a Republican 
president. McKlnley, who- seems, 
however, to have had tha deoenay to

T. R. and his friend, Henry Cabot 
Lodct, at this time, IIM.

T. R, didn't get It because ha 
hadnt earned It. But his brave and 
noble aon, Iheodore. Jr.. the finest 
of the lot, did earn bis In the Nor- 
miiuV Invulon In IM. Be truly 
earned It. but bis eotisln. FrankUn, 
obstructed tba award imtll young 
Tid hod laid blm'down and died of 
total exhaustion far above and be- 
yond the call of duty In the service 
of bis country In the face of the most 
formidable enemy In all history.
